The CoDventlon had an interesting, and, in part, 
anim ated session yesterday. The Comm ittee on 
E lections reported th at they bad received re p o ru 
irom forty-one dioceses and tbe reports were ia 
every case correct. The Comm ittee on the Recep­ 
tion of Visitors reported, fixing the honr for th a t 
session a t two P. M. The Comm ittee on New Dio< 
ceses reported fhvorably on tbe division of New 
Jersey and the adm ission of tbe new dlooese Into 
affllUiton Wltb the Conventton. The division is to 
be effected November l, 1874. The com m ittee’s 
rep o rt was, however, laid over until to-day. The 
dloceae of Texas presented a m em orUl In favor of 
the am endm ent to aru cle V. of the constitutton, 
perm itting dioceses to set off a p art of tbelr terri­ 
tory under missionary jnrlsdlotlon. 
Several at­ 
tem pts w ere m ade to get in petitions touching the 
Nlcene Creed, bat the order of the day—the con­ 
sideration of the rniea or order—prevented.

A large nom ber of physicians and proiessore of 
tbe UiUsdale and Adrian colleges pronounce them 
hum s and not tusks. They nave an outside sbeU 
and a dtstinot pith. 
The space oceuplcd by tne skeleton la over 
twenty reet long, and the tips oi me uorna were 
about tw enty feet apart. The ends of each are 
decayed, hat they now m easure eight feet nine 
iQ C bes in length, and m ust bave m easured about 
ten leet when wiiole. Three leet irom m e large 
end they are tw enty-tw o and a hair inches id cir- 
cnm ierencs and they weigh 176 pounds each, 
som e or tbe ribs were seven feet long. The tooth 
secured is a irontul tooth, three inches square, 
and weighs lour and a half ponndA They have 
been viewed by several thousand people, m any of 
whom bave seen m e tasks ot lu s m astodon, which 
are qnite common In this s ta te , and aU those 
agree th at these bear no resem blance ro them. 
Tbe anim al’s horns m ast have m easured tw enty 
feet across. His height waa probably abont OtteeR 
feet, and length, laoepeadeot of horns, nearly 
twenty. The above statem en t is perlectiy relf.

W ithin a ten mile radius of this pleasant little 
seaside village, where I am endeavoring, tem ­ 
porarily, to get rid of th e “dust ana drought” of 
London lUe, are two old m em orials of ancient 
Eugllsh greatness, winch I should recom m end any 
travelling American friends to visit. 
Indeed, they 
could uot do better during the sum m er season 
than establish them selves here, where the air la 
01 tbe freshest and purest, tbe provisfous of the 
bext and the sea m agnificent in its wide expanse. 
Within easy access are Brighton lor tnoso who 
love gayeties, Portsm outh for thoHe wbo love 
shipping,

scenery, 
Peiw orth, a purely BngUsh rural spot, and Good­ 
wood, with Its lovely p ark and race course. 
The house Is shut up Just now, and Lord Henry 
Lennox, tne Princess of Saxe Weimar, Lady 
Bingham and others of tne Duke of Richm ond’s 
sisters and brothers are staying at Boguor. It is, 
however, to none of these places th at I desire to 
Invite special attention. Looking out of my win­ 
dow over a wide e x p a n se -th e cricket field on 
wbioh the Bognor eleven display tae lr activity 
twice a week, the stubble fields from which tbe 
golden barveet has been cleared, and which are 
now occasionally resonant with the sportsm an’s 
gun, the purple hills and the broad-shouldered 
Downs—I see, alm ost on the bortzon, tbe new 
White spire of Chichester Cathedral, which, lonr 
or five years ago, waa sn b stttated for one which 
fell in, and placed apon a tow er which waa 
erected T60 years ago. 
Chichester, the caplU l of tbe county of Sussex, 
is, lUelf, en old and very Interesting place. It was 
the Regnum of Ancient B ritain and cogldubnns, 
King of the Regnt and Legate In B ritain, and the 
Em peror Claudias lies bniied beneath tbe p resent 
city. 
Kxoavatora are oonstanily coming upon 
mosaic pavem ents, coins and urns in all directions. 
Roman tiles are frequently found, and a rem ark­ 
able inscription recording the dedication of a 
tem ple of toe College of Sm iths to Neptune and 
M inerva, the two g reat p atrons of handicrafts­ 
men. which wae found some century since at 
Cbicbeater, Is suil preserved at Goodwood. In the

whom it was suusequenUy taken. It haa many

'W kat Does I t n e a a f 
A large part of the sessionB ol the Episcopal 
General Convention for the last two days have 
been oconpied in discussing one single rule 
of order comprised within three lines. 
The 
uninitiated could not comprehend the vast 
importance of the rule as the majority of 
the Convention seemed to see it, and hence it 
was by many persons looked upon as a useless 
discussion. 
Not so, however. 
It was the in­ 
auguration of a policy or a principle hitherto 
almost unknown in the Episcopal Church. 
The rule, as adopted, makes it obligatory on 
the Convention to go into secret session 
whenever any personal matter shall come up 
for discussion. 
It takes out of the bands of 
the two-thirds the right to say whether they 
will shut their doon or not, and leaves them 
no discretion but to do so. 
The rule is not 
only contrary to the genius of republicanism, 
but is opposed to the practice of deliberative 
bodies, civic or ecclesiastioal, and In the 
hands of demagogues may be made to work 
infinite mischief to the Church and to indivi­ 
duals. 
But a despatch from Chicago throws some 
light on this disoussion when read in connec­ 
tion with it and with the usages of the Protes­ 
tant Episcopal Church in the selection of 
bishops. 
While a diocese may choose its own 
chief shepherd, the theory of the Episcopal 
Church gives the House of Bishops and the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies the con­ 
stitutional right to accept or reject him. This 
right has been rarely exercised, but the sharp 
contest now going on in the Church between 
ritualists on the one hand and radicals on the 
other has made each party suspicions of the 
other, and every candidate 
for episcopal 
honors must stand the ordeal of a cross fire 
from the guns of both parties. 
His qualifica­ 
tions and his personal character will be tried 
M by fire, and if he escapes he is fortu­ 
nate indeed, in the present temper of the 
Church. Dr. Seymour, of this city, lately elected 
Bishop of Dliuois, has now, it appears, be­ 
come inimical to the low churchman of that 
diocese because of his known ritualistic ten­ 
dencies, and petitions to this Convention are 
in circulation against his confirmation. 
Is 
this rule 17 designed for bis special benefit? 
Or is it designed as a “gag" on the freedom 
of speech and of the press ? 
What does it 
mean ? 
And why did the Convention yester­ 
day refuse the act of common justice to him, 
or to any other candidate, of access to full re­ 
ports of discussions on their personal char­ 
acter, whereby they might be able to defend 
themselves against their opponents? 
There 
are about Alteen bishops to be chosen or con­ 
firmed by the present Convention, and yet not 
one of them, under this rule, unless he is a 
member also, 'will be able to know what is 
said, either good or evil, about him. 
The 
Convention has just said that it loves dark­ 
ness rather than light, secrecy rather than pub­ 
licity, for its utterances. 
Far better that all 
its sessions should be open to the public than 
that that which is spolmn in the ear in cloiM^ 
should be subsequentTy proclaimed upon the 
housetops to the ultimate confusion of those 
who now desire the secrecy of the Star Cham­ 
ber in their deliberations.

The rumor that war has been declared be­ 
tween China and Japan, which comes to us 
from Loudon, may be untrue; but there have 
been so many disagreements between these 
two oountries that an outbreak at any time 
would not surprise os. The Formosa question 
has never been actually settled. 
China and 
Jai>an, in the cant of modern diplomacy, are 
about entering “into the family of civilized 
nations;’’ and as the elementary duty of civi­ 
lization is to fight wer can understand why 
there should be a war. 
The Oriental mind la 
peculiarly subtle and imitative; and, since war 
seems to bo the aim and end of modera civi­ 
lization, what more natural than that they 
should go to war? 
We could better understand the threatened 
war between these countries if we knew how 
far their policy was influenced by the diplo­ 
macy of Europe, and especially of England 
and Russia. 
If we recall the progress of the 
ludian power in Asia, we remember that when­ 
ever England found it necessary to advance 
her power she fostered a quarrel between two 
of the local princes and then “took sides.’’ A 
ourions illustration of this habit is seen in the 
just published correspondence between Pal­ 
merston and Henry Biilwer, when Bnlwer was 
English Minister In Madrid, at the time of the 
Spanish marriages. 
Lord Palmerston inti­ 
mated to Bulwer that if no better way offered 
of preventing the marriage of Montpensier 
with Jh^ ^ t e r of the Queen of Spain ttien an 
insurrection *mighl be or value. 
In other 
words, the English Minister was perfectly will­ 
ing to see disorder in Spain to serve the pur­ 
poses of English ambition. 
There can be no 
sincere war in the East, and especially betwoeu 
countries that have so many eh mente of accord 
and se few points of discord as China and 
Japan, unless it is stimulated by the policy of 
England, Russia or France. 
It would be a pitiful sight to see countries 
as interesting and civilized as China and 
Japan bu«y cutting eswh other’s 
throats 
merely to serve the ambition of European 
Powers. 
We have never entirely compre­ 
hended the civilization of China and Japan. 
We have evidences every day ot a higher art, 
a more exquisite finish in mechanics, further 
advancement in agriculture and the science of 
living, and mora general education in these 
countries than we have yet found in America. 
The deeper we go into the Oriental times, and 
especially their literature and theology, the 
more we see our dependence upon the East 
Our very nursery gods are seen to come from 
Persia and China. 
Max Müller showed the 
other day that Dick Whittington and his cat 
were Eastern phantoms, and that the bells 
which rung for his return were most likely the 
bells of Ispahan, and not of London. 
These 
people are not warlike, and there can be only 
one result of a war, to make easy the advent 
of European power and ambition. 
In this question the United States cannot 
be really a neutraL 
We are more closely 
identified with the East than any of the 
European Powers—the East so far as China 
and Japan are concerned. 
We are their 
neighbors, for between os rolls a sea that 
may be crossed in a short time. The com­ 
mercial relations between our Pacific coast 
and the East are growing more and more. 
Thousands of Orientals come to our shores, 
and the numbdr increases. 
In a few years 
we shall have a large body of Chinamen and 
Japanese as our fellow oitizens. 
Thus far 
the barriers of race and sentiment have pre­ 
vented any amalgamation of nationality or 
citizenship; but in time these must pass 
away, as they have vanished with the negro. 
America already possesses a vast and national 
influence in China and Japan. 
If our dip­ 
lomacy had been enterprising and wise, if 
instead of barren adventures in Alaska and 
S t Domingo it had bean steadily directed 
toward 
the 
East, 
we 
should 
now 
be 
the 
arbiters 
in 
any 
war, 
and 
without our permission no war could take 
place. 
It would be better for civilization if 
this should be so, and if America were power­ 
ful enough to protect China and Japan from 
European intervention. 
This whole problem of American influence 
in the East is one of transcendent importance. 
It grows from day to day. 
If Burlingame had 
lived he might have shaped a career in China 
as marked as that of Hastings in India. 
If we 
had sent a minister to China worthy to suc­ 
ceed him this influence m'ght have been re­ 
tained. 
As it is, our power in the East has 
been neglected, and our natural, legitimate 
and much needed influence upon China and 
J i ^ n has been usurped by European nations, 
who have no purpose but ambition, aggran­ 
dizement and the greed of empire.
